Treasurer Roberts in His Report Dilates on ‘Great 
Cash Balance and the Unprecedented Holdings 
of Yellow Metal. 


Washington, November 3.—Ellis H. Rob- 
erts, treasurer of the ‘United States, in 
Opening his annual repért says that the 
magnitude of the available cash balance 
and the unprecedented holdings of gross 
gold are the striking features of the 
condition of the treasury at the close of 
the fiscal wear 1902. 

The available cash balance in the -treas- 
ury July 1, 1902, was the largest net 
balance in our history. It amounted to 
$362,187,361. The gold reserve is counted 
in as it is available for the redemption 
of legal tender notes. Nearly one-half of 
the available cash balance July 1 was in 
Sold coin and certificates, $103,801,290 over 
; amd above the gold reserve of $150,000,000, 
_ and by October 1 it became $136,124,771. 

As a measure of the financial strength 
of the government, the report says the 
fact deserves mention. By October 1, 1902, 
available cash balance, exclusive of the 
reserve, was $221,253,394, and owing to the, 
large measures for the relief of ‘the 
money market it was reduced by No- 
vember 1 to $26,421,870. Of this sum 
$146,885,012 was in national bahks. 

To the gengral stock of money in the 
country, an addition of $80,198,681 was 
made during the fiscal year. Of this $67,- 
955,527 was in gold coin and bullion. There 
Was also an increase of $19,735,259 in 


Sidiary silver. United States notes re 
mained under the law unchanged. Treas- 
ury notes fell off $17,783,000. National 
bank notes received an increment of $2,- 
851,589. 

The gojd coin and bullion October 1 
exceeded all other kinds of money, ex- 
cluding national! bank notes, by $200,368,433. 
In five years the ratio of gold in the 
country to total circulation has run up 
from 36.52 to 46.45 to the hundred. 

The growth in the volume of money 
in circulation during the year was $74,- 
062,589, carrying the per capita from 27.98 
to 28.43. 

Element of Gold Coin. 

The element of gold coin and gold 
certificates was the largest part and the 
increase reached $61,966,174 and advanced 
from 40.30 per cent of the total to 41.73 
per cent. In silver of all denominations, 
including certificates, there was an in- 
crease of $25,226,146, of which $6,486,014 
was in subsidiary coin. The reduction 
in treasury notes of $17,677,800 is due to 
their withdrawal. ° 

The advance in circulation in the volume 
of gold, imcluding certificates, within 
twelve years by the large sum of $433,- 
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703,516 is the measure of the greater 
strength of our circulation. The addi- 
tion during the pastefiscal year was $%l,- 
966,174.

The amendment sent the ordinance 
back to council, and that body yesterday 
afternoon failed to concur in the uction 
of the aldermanie board. 

Councilman Fincher moved the adoption

South Geoglans Enthusiastic Over 
Early Mail Service, 


First Trains Over the Central Carry- 
ing the New York Mail Were 
Accorded Hearty Recep- 
tions at Americus and 
Other Cities. 


The Central of Georgia offices in this 

city were agog yesterday with talk of 
the new schedule, which gives the peo- 
ple of southwest Georgia the New York 
mail from twelve to twenty-four ‘ours 
sooner than they have ever received it 
before. 
. All day long messages were coming in 
telling of the enthusiastic reception ac- 
corded the trains which carried the mail 
to all points in the southwestern por- 
tion of Georgia and in southeastern Ala- 
bama, 

The first train of the.new schedule be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon left Atlanta 
Sunday morning and carried Tne Consti- 
tuion to all towns and cities in the sec- 
tion covered by the Central, but the firsf 
New York mail went out on the train 
yesterday morning, as the first train of 
the new schedule from the east arrived 
in Atlanta Sunday night. 

All along the line in the lower part of 
tae state people were out in great 
crowds to hail the first run of the Cen- 
tral’s ‘“‘New York Fast Mail.” 

The train leaves Atlanta at 1:40 and ar- 
rives its Macon at 3:40, making only two 
stops, at Griffin and at Macon junction. 
At Macon junction connection is made 
with the Central's fast trains to Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery, which with 
their branches and connections honey- 
comp the entire section between the Flint 
and the Alabama rivers. 

Despite the very early hour at which 
Fort Valley, Americus and Smithville 
were reached a good crowd of people was 
at the train at each of these points to 
welcome the first early New York mail 
that has ever entered them. 

Albany was reached at 7:25 o’clock and 
the train was accorded an entdusiastic 
reception. It was the same way at all 
the stations along the Albany and Sellers- 
ville line, . 

At Dawson, Cuthbert, Eufaula and 
Union Springs, which points were passed 
between the hours of 6:30 and 9:30, great 
crowds turned out to greet tlhe tain. 
To have the New York mail and The Con- 
stitution with their breakfast was an ex- 
perience entirely new to tae people in 
these enterprising cities and everybody 
wanted to see the train which was the 
first to bring them this service. 

Pleased With Service. 

A gentieman who 4rrived in the city 
from Albany on the Central last night 
said that in Albany everybody is talk- 
ing about the improved service and con- 
gratulating himself on heing able to get 
The Constitution and tae New York mail 
practically as soon as the people of At 
lanta do. In speaking of the matter he 
said: 

“You people in Atlanta are hustlers, 
but we crackers down in Albany are now 
right with you on ohe point at least. Al- 
though we are 210 miles south of you we 
get our New York mail and The Consti- 
tution just as s00n as you do—-or at 
least we get both at 7:15 o’clock every 
morning, and I hardly imagine there are 
many Atlantans wao read either much 
earlier in the day. 

“This new mail service is a great thing 
for soutnwest Georgia and the people 
appreciate it immensely. During the last 
few days I have had occasion to visit 
several of the cities in our section and I 
heard nothing but talk of the new mall 
schedule. I am not surprised at the re- 
ception which was given the first train 
which brought us The Constitution Sun- 
day morning and the train which brought 
us both the New York mail and The Con- 
stitution this morning. From reports I 
heard al! along the line Albany is no more 
alive to the benefits of the great service 
than are the other cities in our section."’ 

A Savannah man who has been spend- 
ing several days in Macon came up on 
the Central yesterday morning and was 
also quite enthusiastic over the improved 
mail facilities. In speaking of it he said: 

“TI was awakened at daylight Sunday 
morning in Macon by the boys on tae 
street crying The Constitution. I knew 
that the new schedule was to go on, but 
momentarily forgot it and as I had an 
engagement at 10 o’clock I thought that 
I had overslept myself. Imagine my sur- 
prise when I rushed to the window only 
to find the stars still shining and tne 
first red light of the morning just break- 
ing over the gray haze in the east. As 
long as I was up I availed myself of the 
opportunity to get a Constitution and I 
felt better all day for having read it so 
soon in the morning.”’ #Y.. 

Wherever a man from southwest.Geor- 
gia was seen yesterday such words of 
commendation for the new schedule were 
meard. The people of that section showed 
their appreciation by turning out to meet 
the new train and they will doubtless 

learn to value the improved service mare 
and more as the days go by.

Renewal of Family Feud in 
Northeastern Section of 
the Staie. 


SAM ROTHELL SHOOTS 
GEORGE LEE TO/DEATH 


Lee Cut at Rothell as He Was Mount- 
ing Horse, Trying to Escape. 
Being Pursued, Rothell 
Turned in Saddle and 
Killed Lee. 


Toccoa, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)— 
The Rothell-Lee feud, which. has existed 
for several years, on yesterday afternoon 
resulted in the death of George Lee and 
the serious wounding of Frank Hall. Re- 
ports to that effect reached Toccoa this 
afternoon. The scene of the difficulty 
was 10 miles from Toccoa, on the Georgia 
side of Tugalo river. Sam Rothell was 
assaulted with a knife by George Lee. 
Rothell attempted, it is said, to escape 
fram Lee without trouble, belleving that 
Lee was drinking. While in the act of 
mounting his horse, Lee made several 
cuts at Rothell, cutting his hat and 
clothes. Rothell was so hard pressed that 
his effort to escape on his horse failed, 
and he then turned and fired several! shots, 
one of which passed through Lee’s body 
just above the heart, death ensuing in 
about fifteen minutes. 

Frank Hall, a boy about fourteen years 
of age, who witnessed the trouble, was 
shot through the shoulder by one of the 
balls from Rothell’s pistol. Hall will 
recover, 

The shooting occurred up in the ‘moun- 
tains in one of the wildest sections of 
Habersham county. The Lees, and there 
are now four of them left, live on the 
Carolina ‘side of Tugalo river. Until 
a few years ago the Rothells also lived 
on the Carolina side, but have now moved 
away from that section to Toccoa and 
other points, all except Sam, who moved 
yust across the river on the Georgia side. 

It was near Sam’s home that the shoot- 
ing took place. Heretofore there has 
been numerous fights between the differ- 
ent members of the families, but no Kill- 
ing until yesterday. 

B. C. Rothell, the father of the Rothe!l 
beys, is one of Toccoa’s most substantial 
business men. having moved here about 
two years ago from the Carolina side. 
The Rothell boys are all g00d citizens, 
whose courage Is undoubted, whfle the 
Lees are considered desperate men. It {s 
feared that more trouble will occur. Sam 
Rothell is at his home and has not been 
arrested.

No Clew to the Slayer of 
Bourquin and Negro Who 
Was with Him. 


ASSASSIN UNDOUBTEDLY 
HAD LAIN IN AMBUSH 


ifurcered Man Had Been Prominent 
in Business—His Son Tells of 
Trouble His Father Had 
With Hunters on 
His Land.

Savannah, Ga., November 3.—(Special.) 
No clew to the murderer of Gugie Bour- 
quin and Fred Taylor, the old negro 
who was killed with the planter yester- 
day, as told in The Constitution today, 
has been discovered, 

Officers visited the scene of the kill- 
ing, about 6 miles from the city, and 
made every effort to gain a trace of the 
murderer, but without success. Buckshot 
holes in the back of the buggy in which 
Bourguin’s body was found, and in the 
body itself, showed that he had been shot 
from the rear, probably by some who had 
lain in ambush, The negro had jump- 
ed from the buggy and run on the track 
of the Seaboard Air Ldne. He wags shot 
down, also, from the rear, and some time 
afterwards a train passed over his body. 
The conductor thought his train haé kill- 
ed-the man, and so reported. 

Guillemain Bourquin, one of the sons 
of the murdered man, said of the kill- 
ing today: 

“My ¢€ather had a great deal of troubloe 
with pot hunters and trespassers on his 
place, and I have no doubt that some 
white man slew him. I do not believe 
it was the work of negroes. I have a 
clew that I will work on, and it may help 
me in solving this mystery.’’ 

Mr. Bourquin was connected with the 
oldest families of the state; in fact, being 
a descendant of some of the original set- 
tlers. He was born in Savannah ifn 1837, 
and had resided here ever since. He was 
connected with the Central railroad be- 
fore the war as cashier. After the war, 
with the firm of Gilllland & Bourquin, he 
condtiicted a grocery and produce busi- 
ness. The last twenty-five years of his 
life had been spent as a rice planter and 
in looking after his extensive holdings. 

Mr. Bourquin leaves three sons; one 
iu Savanah, Guillemain Bourquin; ene 
in Little Rock, Ark., and another whose 
wheerabouts is unknown. He also leaves 
a sister, Miss Alice V. Bourquin, a teach- 
er in the public schools here, 

Mr. Bourquin was often in trouble with 
hunters who trespassed on his land, but 
probably the most serious of all his legal 
entanglements was when he was tried 
for the murder of W. F. Farrell on De- 
cember 30, 1892. He surrendered himself 
to the authorities and gave bond in the 
sum of $500 for shooting and killing Far- 
rell, whogn he found trespassing on his 
lands in the southwestern section of thé 
county. The grand jury indicted him on 
January 12, 1892, and on June 22, of that 
year, he was tried and the jury found him 
not guilty.

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JIM CROW LAW 
ON STREET CARS 


It Is Being Enforced in New' 
Orleans and Is Causing 
Trouble, 


- New Orleans, November 3.—The new 
sate law requiring the street car com- 
panies to provide separate accommoda- 
tions for whites and blacks went into 
effect today, and is being enforced with 
difficulty. The company has reserved the 
rear seats for negro passengers and plac- 
ed screens in the cars, but since the re- 
cent strike fhe decrease in the number 
of cars operated is so great that all of 
them are generally crowded to tue 
guards, 

The whites are consequently insisting 
upon riding in seats set aside for blacks, 
and, overwhelmed by superior numbers, 
the conductors are finding it practically 
impossible to make the law effective.

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The Protection of the Primaries. 

The Savannah News heartily com- 
mends the purpose of the bill intro- 
duced by Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, of 
Chatham, to throw around the white 
primaries all the legal safeguard and 
apply the like penalties that belong 
te our regular elections. The other 
presses of the state, we doubt not, will 
join in the demand for the enactment’ 
of the bill. 

The primary with us in Georgia, ex- 
cept in the rarest instances, deter- 
mines the results of the regular elec- 
tion. It is but reasonable, then, that 
the primary should be clean, honest, 
fair in every aspect and conduct. No 
man can object to making them so 
unless he is contemplating some po- 
‘tical rascality in connection with 
them in the future. At least most peo- 
ple will be prone to put that construc- 
tion upon opposition to so obviously 
proper and purifying a measure. 

_ The Constitution has been full in 
the advance of those “who urge the 
complete legalization of the primaries 
and the absolute. assumption of their 
conduct in details by the state’s own 
officers. The regulation of the prima- 
ry should. not be left to unofficial per- 
sons or committees. Party ‘commit- 
tees may deal with the party’s partici- 
pation in the primary, but should not 
be given the right to control details. 

Any law passed for the conduct of 
primaries should be full and inclusive, 
making provision for any party to 
have its primary vote under state reg- 
ulation. A half-way measure on this 
subject will be worse than no law 
at all. 

State, county and congressional pri- 
maries should occur on the same day 
throughout the state, and there should 
be no cause in the law for assessments 
of candidates to admit them to the pri- 
mary and to force them to pay its ex- 
penses. Primaries such as exist in 
Georgia are the people’s business 
solely and should be paid for out of 
the county funds in common with oth- 
er lawful expenses. The assessment 
plan of paying the expenses of the 
primary is a great advantage to rich 
candidates and a distinct wrong to 
those who are too poor to respond to 
the assessments of local committees. 

The primaries should be given the 
legal status that is proposed in Mr. 


Stovall’s bill and every patriotic citi- }. 


zen will hope that if the bill becomes 
law it will contain such provisions as 
will establish its adequacy and fair- 
ness in the mind of every voter in the 
commonwealth. 
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The National Election Today. 

Today elections will occur in forty- 
two of the forty-five states of the 
union. In some of them fill state 
tickets will be voted upon, while in 
others only subordinate state officers 
or congressmen will be elected. The 
leaders of both parties have given out 
their final calculations as to what they 
expect in the returns. The best esti- 
mate on the democratic side is the 
conservative claim of Chairman Griggs 
that the democrats will have a ma- 
jority of sixteen in the next house of 
representatives. On the republican 
side General Grosvenor, of Ohio, who 
is the republican party’s best prophet 
—when he does not prophesy wrong— 
claims thirty-eight majority for his 
party. 

This is an off year in politics, how- 
ever, and predictions are but endeav- 
ors to guess what an externally apa- 
thetic public will do when it gets to 
the polls between sunrise and gsun- 
down today. It has been many years 
since an election for congressmen has 
been prosecuted with so little public 
interest apparent as the one which 
concludes this evening.

is continued as a bounty to those who, 
if they have the time to prosecute a 
higher education, have the money with 
which to pgy for it, is false and dis- 
creditable to any man’s common sense 
and rudimentary patriotigm. 

Indifference to the state’s benefits 
from having a well-organized and lib- 
erally endowed university, ranking 
with the average of those which dig- 
nify and enrich the other states of the 
union, is the rankest sort of Bourbon- 
ism. Georgians at large do not belong 
to the reactionary class and we feel 
sure there is scarce one in a hundred 
of them that would consent to the en- 
tinguishment of the university. 

If the university is not sufficiently the 
express proof in itself of its essential 
place in the state’s life, the only réa- 


son why is found in that lack of pride |. 


and public spirit that has kept it half- 
supported and hobbled in the field of 
its endeavors. Had the legislatures 
of the past treated the institution with 
the liberality necessary to its pighest 
efficiency everybody in Georgia would 
long ago have become is friends and 
faithful supporter. 


An ill-kept farm brings no odium on 


itself; it is a standing condemnation ! 


of the ignorance, laziness and illiber- 
ality of its owner. On the same prin- 
ciple’ a half-starved and ill-endowed 
university discredits’ the wisdom, the 
patriotism and faithfulness of those 
who have carped over it, criticised it 
and consented to its crippling. 

The present general assembly, for-

RESOLUTION TO RELIEVE 
SURETY OF V. T. SANFORD 


Measure Introduced Providing for 
the Compilation of Georgia’s 
Colonial and Confederate 
Death Penalty. 
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The brief session of the house yesterday 
was devoted almost entirely to the intro- 
duction of new bills and resolutions which 
were read for tae first time and referred 
to the proper committees. 

It was, decided that the legisiature 
should take its postponed trip to Valdosta 
for the purpose of visiting the state fair 
on Thursday, November 6 The house 
yesterday passed a joint resolution by Mr. 
McRee, of Lowndes, accepting the invita- 
tion to visit Valdosta that day, and de- 
claring the day a dies non. The senate, 
as before, will concur and on Wednesday 
night the legislative party will leave tae 
city for Valdosta, returning Friday morn- 
ing. 

Dr. Wallace Buttrick, secretary of the 
genera! educational] board, who has been 
spending much time in Georgia in the iIn- 
terest of educational matters, will ad- 
drees the house*and senate in joint ses- 
sion at 12:15 o'clock this morning. A joint 
resolution was adopted inviting him to 
appear before the general assembly at 
that hour. Dr, Buttrick will unquestion- 
ably present some valuable information 
along educational lines for the considera- 
tion of tae legislators. 

A resolution by Mr. Candler, of De- 
Kalb, extending the thanks of the house to 
the people of Athens, the Daughters of 
the Confederacy, the state university, the 
State Norma] school and to Representa- 
tive Thomas J. Shackelford, of Clarke, 
for their kindness in entertaining tue 
members of the general assembly on the 
occasion of the laying of the corner stone 
of the Winnie Davis Memorial in Athens 
on Saturday, was unanimously adopted. 

For Relief of Sanford. 

Among the new matters introduced in 
the house yesterday was a resolution by 
Mr. Ennis, of Floyd, for the relief of for- 
mer Tax Collector V. T. Sanford and his 
surety from the penalty for failure to 
make returns to the comptroller gen- 
eral. As will be remembered, the settle- 
ment of Mr. Sanford’s accounts wita the 
state had to be made by his surety, the 
United States Fidelity and Guarantee Co., 
of Baltimore, and as it was not made 
within the time required by law, the pen- 
alty of 2-per cent had to be collected by 
the comptroller general. The total 
amount of the penalty was $1,284.29. The 
surety company made as prompt a 
settlement as possible, and now asks to be 
relieved of the penalty, the payment of 
which ‘ad to required under the law. The 
money has been paid into the treasury 
and if the relief is granted a resolution 
directing the state treasurer to refund it 
will have to be passed. The resolution, of 
course, is entirely for. the company’s 
benefit. 

Mr. Walker, of Monroe, introduced an 
interesting bill which provides for the 
payment of fees of officers of courts, in- 
cluding justice courts, whenever a crimi- 
nal is convicted and sent to a county 
chaingang. At present when tae convVict- 
ed person cannot pay the fine fixed by 
court, the costs of the case are not paid, 
but the officers are credited with insol- 
vent costs. Fines and forfettures are 
never sufficient to pay all the fees and 
Mr. Walker wants to requre that such 
counties as have chaingangs shal] pay 
the fees of court officers whenever a 
criminal is sent to tae chaingang.

WANTS STAMPS BOUGHT HERE 


Councilman Kontz Says,Other Post- 
offices Have Been Patronized 
by City Officials. . 

At a meeting of the city council yes- 
terday afternoon Councilman Konitz in- 
troduced an ordinance which seeks to 
prohfbit any city department from pur- 
chasing postage stamps or from deposit- 
ing the city’s mail at any other place 
than the Atlanta postoffice. ' 

Councilman Kontz stated that he hal 
learned that certain mail matter of the 
city had been sent from Atlanta and 
mailed in other towns. 

“The pay of the postoffice employees,”’ 
said he, “is apportioned according to the 
amount of business done by the office, 
and the action of the officials in sending 
mail from Atlanta was probably an act 
of friendship to some postmaster. We 
are all Atlantans, however, and I think 
we should help the Atlanta postoffice. 
The city sends out large numbers of tax 
fi. fas. and these should be mailed in At- 
lanta. In looking over the vouchers this 
morning I found a check for $50 made 
payable to a postmaster in another 
town.”’ : 

City Marshal Riley was seated inside 
of the railing and he quickly spoke up.

It was a check for $20.”’ 

Without answering the remark, Judge

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BAN IS PLACED 
ON CONVICT LABOR 


Council Unanimously Passes Keys 
Prebibition Ordinance. 


LABOR MEN WERE PRESENT 


Urged That Workmen Be Not Placed 
in Competition With Convict 
Labor—Does Not Affect 
Work on the City 
Streets. 


The city council yesterday afternoon 
placed a ban on convict labor and the 
use of convict made material, so far as 
city work is concerned. 

An ordinance, introduced by Council- 
man Key at the last regular meeting of 
council, prohibiting the employment of 
convict labor or convict made material 
in any city work or work done by con- 
tract for the city, was adopted. This, 
however, does not apply to convicts from 
the recorder’s court or county convicts, 
who may be employed on city street 
work. The ordinance was adopted by a 
unanimous vote. 

A committee from the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, composed of Hon. C. C. 
Houston, Jerome Jones, C. W. Bernhardt, 
and P. Murray, was present to urge tae 
passage of the ordinance, Short talks 
in support of the measure were made by 
each Member of the committe. 

They argued that it is an injustice to 
the laboring man to place him in com- 
petition with convict labor, saying that 
this means the jeopardizing of his rights. 
It was explained taat the committee ap- 


‘peared before council not only as repre- 


sentatives of the laboring people, but 
also in the interest of the great mass of 
citizens of Atlanta. Each speaker made 
a forceful appeal for the passage of the 
ordinance. 

Councilman Reed spoke on the ordi- 
nance, favoring its passage. He advo- 
cated a system by which the state should 
work its own convicts, declaring the pres- 
ent system to be a form of slavery. He 
favored the working of convicts on pub- 
lic works, but not by private corpora- 
tions. 

At this juncture, Councilman Winn pre- 
sented an amendment, providing taat the 
ordinance shall not prohibit the use by 
the city of the convicts from the record- 
er’s court or other convicts of the county 
in doing work on the streets. The amend- 
ment was accepted. 

Councilman Key next spoke, asking for 
the unanimous passage of the ordinance. 

“IT did not introduce the ordinance to 
favor any person or persons, or because 
of enmity to any one, as has been 
caarged,’’ said he, “but because I think 
we should protect the interests of the 
workingman and aid him in keeping em- 
ployment.” 

Councilman Garrett, Alderman Wood- 
ward and Councilman Kontz favored the 
ordinance in brief talks.

New York, November 3.-—-The_ cotton 
market opened steady at an advance of 1 
point to a decline of 3 points under poor 
early cables, which later became better, 
and with small estimates as to port re~ 
ceipts for the day and talk of cold 
weather in the western part of the cot- 
ton belt the market rallied 4 to 8 points 
on the more active positions, but again 
turned easier on an unexpected contri- 
pution to receipts by Sabine Pass, clear- 
ances to the amount of 15,082 bales, mak- 
ing the port receipts for the day 61,428 
bales against estimates of 47,000. The 
market was finally easy in tone with the 
net changes showing a rise of 1 point 
to a decline of 2 points. During the 
afternoon certain parties arrested the 
decline by absorbing the offerings on 
the good showing made by exports, which 
for two days show 116,490 bales against 
port receipts of 106,986 bales. This de- 
mand was accelerated by a further fall- 
ing off in consolidated stocks which are 
now 86,211 bales under last year’s. The 
selling was in good part for southern ac- 
count, but the larger loca! bear operators 
also sold freely. The sales of futures 
were estimated at 200,000 bales. 


The Dry Goods Market. 

New York. November 3.—The market 
today has ruled dull. The usual ante- 
election influences were at work to cur- 
tall the demand. The genera) tone con- 
tinues firm and prices are unchanged. 
The market will be closed tomorrow. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, November 3.—In the spot 
cotton market factors were offering free- 
ly, and the assortment uncovered was 
very good, but they were striving for 
board prices, and as these are difficult 
to obtain. the movement has been to 
some extent retarded. Buyers are not 
inclined to pay full quotations, except 
for cotton ‘grading better than middling, 
and holders are compelled to make con- 
cessions in order to induce them to take 
hold. Sales 3.950 bales, including 1,560 to 
arrive. Quotations unchanged except for 
middling fair and fair, which are 1-4c 
higher. 

The future market opened 3 to 5 points 
lower than Friday’s close. The opening 
loss was followed by a bit of brisk buy- 
ing that sent the figures up 3 to 6 points.

CLOSED STEADY TO FIRM 


With December 1-2c Lower—Trade 
Fair in Corn, but Frices Were 
Weak and Lower—Oats 
Lower — Provisions 
Steady. 


Chicago, November .3.—Wheat ruled 
weak today, statistics in general being 
bearish and the close was steady, with 
December wheat 1-2c lower, December 
corn 1-2c lower and December oats ddwn 
1-8c. January provisions closed unchang- 
ed to 71-2c lower. 

Trading in wheat was on a fairly large 
scale, with considerable doing in the way 
of liquidation. Statistics were all against 
higher prices, lower cables, heavy world's 
shipments, large increase in visible and 
large primary receipts causing extreme 
weakness at the opening. Heavy ship- 
ments from Russia—5,000,00 bushels, com- 
pared with about 2,000,000 the same week 
last year—was one of the main depress- 
ing influences. Good cash demand in the 
northwest, with fair export demand, were 
strengthening factors: Longs liquidated 
freely throughout the day, but toward the 
end shorts covered in order to even up 
the holiday, while there was some buy- 
ing on the large Duluth business. The 
close was steady to firm. December 
opened 1-8@l-4c to 5-8@3-4c lower, at 
71 3-8@71 5-8c, and on general selling of 
January declined to 711-8c. There was a 
slight rally toward the end of the ses- 
sion,’ and the close was at 71 1-2@71 5-8, 
with a loss of 1-2c. World's shipments 
for the week were 13,126,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 10,957,000 a year ago. Clear- 
ances equalled 345,000 bushels. Primary 
receipts were 1,811,000 bushels, against 1,- 
410,000 bushels last year. There was an 
increase in the visible supply of 2,282,000 
bushels.

293-4. Receipts 265 cars. 

Provisions opened strong, afthough con- 
ditions were against higher prices, re- 
ceipts of hogs being larger than esti- 
mated and corn lower. Locals and shorts 
were good buyers, and the market ad- 
vanced quickly early in the day, but de- 
clined again on weakness in grains. The
